For  repairs  of  vessels,  three  hundred  and 
seventy-five  thousand  dollars. 

For  contingent  expenses,  three  hundred 
thousand  dollars. 

For  repairs  of  navy  yards,  docks,  and 
wharves,  one  hundred"  and  fifty  thousand  dot 
lars. 

For  completing  medals  and  swords,  seven 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

For  pay  and  subsistence  of  the  marine  corps, 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety -eight  dollars- 

For  clothing  the  same,  two  thousand  and 
thirty  dollars,  and  ten  cents.

He  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Re- 
presentatives of  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Congress  assembled,  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
the  president  of  the  United  States  to  purchase 
for,  and  on  behalf  of  the  United  States,  any 
tract  or  tracts  of  land,  reserved  by  the  act  of 
the  third  day  of  March,  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventeen,  to  the  chiefs,  warriors,  or  other  In- 
dians, of  the  Creek  nation,  which  they  or  ei- 
ther of  them  may  be  disposed  to  sell ; and  the 
amount  of  such  purchase  shall  be  paid  out  of 
any  money  in  tire  treasury,  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  any 
tract  or  tracts  of  land,  the  title  to  Which  may- 
be acquired  by  the  United  States,  by  virtue  of 
this  act,  shall  be  offered  at  public  sale,  at  the 
land  offices  of  the  district  in  which  they  may- 
be situate,  upon  such  day  or  days  as  the  presi- 
dent shall,  by  proclamation,  designate  for  that 
purpose,  in  the  same  manner,  and  on  the  same 
conditions  and  terms  of  credit,  as  is  provided 
by  law  for  the  sale  of  public  lands  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  ; and  patents  shall  be  granted  there- 
for, as  for  other  public  lands  and  town  lots 
sold  by  the  United  States.

Commissioners  on  the  part  of  the  said  Unit- 
ed States,  and  certain  Chiefs  anti  Warriors 
of  the  said  tribe,  on  the  part  and  in  behalf  of 
the  said  tribe,  which  Treaty  is  in  the  words 
following,  to  wit : 

A V reaty  of  Peace  and  Friendship  maile  and 
concluded  by  and  between  lUlliam  Clark  and 
Auguste  Chouteau,  Commissioners  ojm’it  Unit- 
ed States  of  America,  on  the  part  and  behalf 
of  the  said  states,  of  the  one  part ,-  and  the  un- 
dersigned Chiefs  and  ll'aniors  of  the  Grand 
Pawnee  tribe,  on  the  part  and  behalf  of  their 
said  tribe,  of  the  other  part. 

The  parties,  being  desirous  of  establishing 
peace  and  friendship  between  the  United 
States  and  the  said  tribe,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles. 

Art.  1.  Every  injure  or  act  of  hostility  by 
one,  or  either  of  the  contracting  parties,  a- 
gainst  the  other,  shall  he  mutually  forgiven 
'and  forgot. 

Art.  2.  1 here  shall  be  perpetual  peace  and 
friendship  between  all  the  citizens  of  the  Unit- 
ed States  of  America,  anti  all  the  individuals 
composing  the  said  Urand  Pawnee  tribe. 

Art.  3.  The  undersigned  chiefs  and  warri- 
ors, for  themselves  and  their  said  tribe,  do 
hereby  acknowledge  themselves  to  he  under 
the  protection  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca, and  of  no  other  nation,  power,  or  sove- 
reign whatsoever. 

Art.  4.  Pile  undersigned  chiefs  and  warri- 
ors, for  themselves  ami  the  tribe  they  repre- 
sent, do  moreover  prom.se  and  oblige  them- 
selves to  deliver  up,  or  cause  to  he  delivered 
up  to  the  authority  of  the  United  States,  (to 
be  punished  accordingto  law,)  each  and  every 
individual  of  the  said  tribe,  who  shall  at  any- 
time hereafter  violate  the  stipulations  ot  the 
treaty  this  day  concluded  between  the  said 
tribe  and  the  said  states.

Louis,  on  the  25th  day  ofSeptem- 
Iber,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighteen,  by  commission- 
ers nn  the  part  of  the  said  United  States,  and 
certain  considerate  men,  chiefs  and  warriors  of 
all  t lie  several  hands  of  the  said  nation,  on  the 
part  and  in  behalf  of  the  said  nation,  which 
treaty  is  in  the  words  following,  to  wit : 

A Treaty  made  and  concluded  by  and  between 
Wilham  Clark,  Governor  of  the  - Missouri  ter- 
ritory, super;  ntendant  of  Indian  affairs,  and 
commissioner  in  behalf  o f the  United  States  of 
the  one  par! and  a Cull  and  complete  deputa- 
tion of  considerate  men,  chiefs  and  warriors,  of 
all  the  several  bands,  of  the  Great  and  Lillie 
Osage  nation,  assembled  in  behalf  of  their  said 
nation,  of  the  other  part,  have  agreed  to  the 
following  articles  .- 

Art  . 1 . Whereas,  the  Osage  nation  have  been 
embarrassed  hv  the  frequent  demands  for 
property  taken  from  the  citizens  of  the  United 
States,  by  war  parties,  and  other  thoughtless 
men  of  their  several  hands,  (both  before  and 
since  their  war  With  the  Cherokees)  and  as 
the  exertions  of  their  chiefs  have  been  inef- 
fectual in  recovering  and  delivering  such  pro- 
perty, conformably  with  the  condition  of  the 
ninth  article  of  a treaty,  entered  into  with  the 
United  States,  at  Fort  Clark,  the  10th  Novem- 
ber, 1808,  and  as  the  deductions  from  their 
annuities;  in  conformity-  to  the  said  article, 
would  deprive  them  of  any  for  several  years, 
and  being  destitute  of  funds  to  do  that  justice 
to  (he  citnens  ot  the  United  States,  which  is 
calculated  to  promote  a friendly  intercourse, 
they  have  agreed,  and  do  hereby  agree,  to 
cede  to  the  United  States,  and  forever  quit 
claim  to  the  tract  of  country,  included  within 
the  following  bounds,  to  wit : Beginning  at 
tiie  Arkansaw  river,  at  where  the  present  0- 
sage  boundary-  line  strikes  the  river,  at  Frog 
Bayou  ; then  up  the  Arkansaw  and  Verdigris, 
to  tiie  falls  of  Verdigris  river ; thence  east- 
wardly,  to  tiie  said  Usage  boundary-  line,  at  a 
point  twenty  leagues  north  from  the  Arkan- 
saw river,  and,  with  that  line,  to  the  place  of 
begi  lining. 

Art.  2.  The  United  States,  on  their  part, 
and  in  consideration  of  the  above  cession,  a- 
gree,  in  addition  to  the  amount  which  the  O- 
sage  do  now  la- :cive  in  money  and  goods,  to 
pay  their  ownj  citizens  the  full  value  of  3iich 
property  as  they  can  legally  prove  to  have 
been  stolen,  or  destroyed  by  tiie  said  Osage, 
since  the  year  1814:  Provided,  the  same  docs 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars 
Art.  8.  The  articles  now  stipulated,  will  he 
considered  as  permanent  additions  to  the  trea- 
ties, now  in  force,  between  the  contracting 
parties,  as  soon  .as  they  shall  have  been  ratifi- 
ed by  the  President  of  tiie  United  States  of 
America,  by-  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate  of  the  said  United  States.

“ God  is  known  in  her  palaces  for  a refuge.” 

1 EPISTLE  nr  JOHN,  ieilAF  16  VERSE  ; 

“ God  is  Love.” 

The  evidence  of  this  truth,  my  breth- 
ren, are  abundantly  set  forth,  as  well  in 
the  works,  as  in  the  revelation  which  God 
has  given  of  himself. 

The  attributes  of  God,  and  the  invisi- 
ble things  of  him,  from  the  creation  of 
the  wflr.J,  are  clearly  seen — being  un- 
derstood by  the  things  that  are  made. — 
He  nojj  only  formed  the  world — but  he 
also  created  the  stupendous  arch  of  Hea- 
ven ; as,  in  the  beginning,  God  created 
the  Heavens  and  the  Earth,  and  by  the 
same  power  that  he  created  the  one  and 
the  other — he  brought  order  out  of  cha- 
os— light  out  of  darkness — and  made 
man  out  of  the  dust — who,  being  the 
Iasi,  was  also  the  noblest  part  of  his 
work,  and  was  invested  with  the  image 
and  likeness  of  his  Maker  ; thereby  tes- 
tifying that  God  is  Love — who,  seeing 
that  it  was  not  good  for  man  to  be  alone, 
determined,  as  a further  evidence  of  the 
truth  of  our  text,  to  bless  him  with  soci- 
ety ; to  place  them  in  the  garden  of  E- 
den,  and  to  recognize  them  as  members 
of  the  grand  lodge  of  Paradise,  where 
they  were  employed  in  the  study  ot  ge- 
ometry, or  speculative  masonry,  contem- 
plating the  works  of  the  supreme  Arch- 
itect of  the  Universe  ; with  liberty  to  en- 
joy the  spontaneous  fruits  of  their  de- 
lightful abode,  at  pleasure,  with  only  the 
exception  of  one  prohibited  tree,  reserv- 
ed as  a test  of  their  obedience  to  their 
Grand  Master. 

In  this  happy  situation,  they  were  per- 
mitted to  hold  converse  with  God,  and 
to  derive  from  him  a correct  knowledge 
of  his  will  concerning  them. 

llut  the  unsuspecting  and  inquisitive 
Eve,  soon  led  the  way  to  disobedience  ; 
which,  being  followed  by  Adam,  intro- 
duced natural  evil  into  the  world,  by 
which  the  good  order  and  harmony  of 
tht'.r  lodge  was  disturbed,  and  the  of- 
fenders subjected  to  no  less  a penalty, 
than  that  contained  in  the  law  of  the 
Lord — “ thou  shall  surely  die.” 

Hus  situation  cf  their’s,  affords  us  an- 
other example  of  the  truth  of  our  text, 
“ God  is  Love.” 

Now  it  was,  that  44  God  so  loved  the 
world,  as  to  give  his  only  begotten  Son, 
that  whosoever  bclieveth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  Wit  have  everlasting  life.” — 
Together  with  this  unspeakable  gift,  we 
are  presented  with  laws  suited  to  our 
fallen  condition,  in  obedience  to  which 
v virtue  of  this  our  new  charter,  to  hap- 
j piness,  we  may  he  reinstated  into  the  fa- 
I vor  and  image  of  God.  The  better  to 
! illustrate  this  sacred  promise  of  our  sal- 
j ration,  and  our  duty  to  God,  various  rites 
! and  ceremonies  were  appointed,  ex-plan- 
i atorv  of  both.  Hence  operative  mason- 
] ry  was  introduced,  and  men  taught  to 
earn  their  bread  by  the  sweat  of  their 
face.  Expelled  from  their  pcacelul 
lodge,  they  found  it  necessary  to  he 
shielded  from  tiie  disasters  into  which 
they  had  involved  themselves  by  disobe- 
dience. 

They  commenced  their  labor  by  sew- 
ing together  fig  leaves  for  aprons — and 
the  Lord  made  them  coats  of  the  skins 
of  Leasts  for  a covering  from  the  incle- 
mency oftlic  seasons. 

Here  they  found  it  necessary  to  build 
them  houses  ami  cities  to  dwell  in,  as 
well  as  to  cultivate  the  caatii,  for  their 
defence  and  subsistence.  Operative  ma- 
sonry was  improved  by  Enoch,  by  Tubal- 
Cain,  and  by  Noah,  who,  being  warned 
of  God,  built  an  Ark  for  the  saving 
of  himself  and  his  family  from  the  de- 
luge. This  appears  to  have  been  de- 
signed, both  to  represent  the  guilt  of  the 
world,  and  the  salvation  promised  in  the 
Son  of  God,  which  promise  being  first 
made  to  Adam,  was  afterwards  renewed 
to  Abraham,  and  then  confirmed  by  an 
oath  to  David,  whose  son,  Solomon,  was 
directed  to  build  a house  in  honor  of  the 
God,  who  had  vouchsafed  to  provide 
salvation  for  fallen  man.  By  the  build- 
ing of  this  Temple,  its  completion  and 
dedication  is  represented  in  some  de- 
gree, the  dignity  with  which  man  was 
invested  when  he  came  out  of  the  hands 
of  his  Ditine  Maker;  and  by  its  des- 
truction and  divestment  of  its  most  sa- 
cred things,  were  represented  the  loss 
That  mankind  sustained,  by  disobedience 
to  the  laws  of  God. 

By  the  building  of  the  second  Tem- 
ple, and  its  excellency  of  glory,  is  repre- 
sented the  salvation  designed  to  be 
wrought  out  by  tiie  promised  Messiah 
who  in  due  time  came  into  the  world 
fulfilling,  by  his  advent,  that  divine  pro- 
mise, that  had  been  made  to  Adam — to 
Abraham,  and  to  David  ; and  which  had 
been  represented  by  innumerable  types 
and  figures  in  the  preceding  ages  and 
dispensation.  The  near  approach  of  the 
promised  Saviour  was  proclaimed  by  Si. 
John  the  Baptist — who  was  also  a patron 
of  our  order,  in  whose  dispensation  men 
began  to  see  the  enlivening  beam  of  the 
sun  of  righteousness,  even  before  he  had 


arisen  in  his  full  strength  above  our  hor- 
izon. But  when  the  fulness  of  time  was 
come,  Jesus  Christ  proclaimed  his  mis- 
sion. The  sun  of  righteousness  arose 
in  the  strength  of  his  glory,  and  St.  John 
the  Evangelist,  whose  memory  we  this 
day  respect,  and  whose  anniversary  we 
are  called  to  celebrate,  expressly  de- 
clares— “ We  have  seen,  and  do  testify 
that  the  Father  sent  his  Son  to  be  the 
Saviour  of  the  world.”  And  the  glory 
of  the  Lord  shone  rodnd  about  the  an- 
ge.l  that  first  proclaimed  the  advent  of 
this  Saviour,  to  the  shepherds  while 
keeping  watch  over  their  flocks  by  night. 
And4  word  was  made  flesh  and  dwelt  a- 
mong  us.’  lie  who  promised  to  lead 
the  blind  by  the  way  they  knew  not ; — 
and  to  lead  them  in  paths  they  had  not 
known — to  make  darkness  light  before 

them,  and  crooked  tilings  straight,  has 
brought  grace  and  truth  to  light  by  Je- 
sus Christ — and  has  revealed  the  word 
of  life  to  the  children  of  men.  Beloved, 
says  St.  John,  ‘if  God  so  loved  us,  we 
ought  also  to  love  one  another.’  4 Love 
is  the  fulfilling  of  the  law.’ 

Love  is  the  key  stone  of  the  temple  of 
masonry.  Love  completesthe  climax  of 
the  Christian  religion.  4 God  is  Love.’ 
And  now  abideth  faith,  hope,  and  chari- 
ty, hut  the  greatest  of  these  is  charity.” 
We  are  to  evince  our  love  to  God  by 
love  to  our  brethren.  It  is  by  virtue  of 
the  love  of  God,  manifest  in  the  gift  of 
his  Son,  our  Saviour,  that  we  live,  and 
move,  and  have  our  being;  and  it  is  by 
the  same  charter,  that  we  hope  for  fu- 
ture happiness,  when  his  earthly  taber- 
nacle shall  he  dissolved ; is  there  no 
other  name  under  Heaven  given  where- 
by we  can  be  saved— greater  love  can- 
not  be  expressed  than  that  .which  God 
has  manifested  to  us-in  our  redemption 
through  Jesus  Christ,  who  has  laid  down 
his  life  for  us — and  he  now  requires  that 
we  love  hinn  with  our  whole  heart,  and 
our  neighbor  as  ourselves. 

We,  my  brethren,  arc  bound  by  the 
strongest  obligations,  to  reverence  and 
obey  and  love  God.  If  we  obey  him,  we 
shall  fulfill  his  divine  law  by  loving  one 
another,  not  in  word  only,  but  "in  deed 
and  in  truth.  Here  is  the  grand  pole 
star,  of  both  the  Christian  and  the  ma- 
son. We  do  not  pretend,  my  brethren, 
that  masonry  superceded  the  necessity 
of  Christianity  ; but  we  do  insist  that 
there  is  nothing  in  masonry  subversive 
of  Christianity,  or  contrary  to  the  most 
sacred  doctrines  of  the  Christian  reli- 
gion. Masonry  is  illustrative  cf  that  di- 
vine science,  and  corroborative  of  its  sa- 
cred principles.  Does  the  Christian  put 
his  trust  in  G;od  ? So  does  the  mason. — 
Is  the  Christian  taught  to  do  unto  ail  men 
as  he  would  they  should  do  unto  him  ? 
So  is  the  mason.  Each  of  these  have 
for  their  motto, 4 Holiness  to  the  Lord.1 
t'he  same  inscription  which  was  engra- 
ven on  the  mitre  of  the  High  Priest3  of 
old,  and  for  their  docile  employment, 
the  love  of  God,  and  the  love  of  man. — 
St.  John  the  Evangelist  was  not  the  least 
among  the  holy  men,  of  old.  He  was  a 
disciple  of  Jesus;  the  disciple  whom 
Jesus  loved,  lie  was  an  apostle  of  the 
Gospel  of  God.  He  was  the  amanuen- 
sis of  the  Divine  Law  Giver;  yet  he 
was  a patron  of  the  order  of  masonry.  In 
ids  history  we  discover,  that  masonry  is  not 
inconsistent  with  the  Christian  religion — 
that  it  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  cha- 
racter of  an  apostle — in  a word  that  it  is 
sanctioned  and  approved  by  the  Great 
Architect  of  the  Universe,  himself,  by 
whom  all  things  were  made.  Why, 

then,  we  ask,  should  professors  of  Chris- 
tianity persecute  and  denounce  all  Free 
and  Accepted  Masons?  Why  should  a 
Christian  he  excommunicated  from  the 
church  of  Christ,  only  because  he  is  a 
mason  ? We  know  that  they  are  not  all 
Israel,  who  are  of  Israel.  There  arc 
some  who  profess  to  be  masons,  and  we 
blush  to  acknowledge  it,  who  do  not  live 
in  conformity  to  the  sacred  principles  of 
the  order.  But  the  same  reproach  may 
be  attached  to  some  who  are  members  of 
the  church  ; and  as  it  would  be  impro- 
per to  condemn  the  whole  body  of  be- 
lievers, for  the  unworthiness  of  some  of 
their  fellow  members  of  the  visible 
church,  so  we  think  it  improper,  that 
those  who  are  honored  with  member- 
ship in  the  church  of  Christ  should  dis- 
courage masonry,  because  some  of  its 
members  walk  disorderly.  Let  us  all 
learn  to  do  unto  others  as  we  would  they 
should  do  unto  us.  Surely  the  Christian 
will  not  suffer  the  mason  to  excel  him 
in  charity.  But,  should  the  faithful  ma- 
son he  cast  off  by  the  world,  merely  be- 
cause they  cannot  understand  the  mean- 
ing or  use  of  his  work,  yet,  while  his 
conduct  in  the  world,  as  well  as  among 
his  brethren,  is  such  as  will  stand  the 
test  of  the  Grand  Overseer’s  square — he 
finds  in  his  heart,  though  forsaken  by- 
friends,  and  assailed  by  the  shafts  of  mis- 
fortune, vet  will  he  have  grounds  to 
hope  for  better  times;  remembering 
that  stone  which  the  builders  rejected 
(possessing  merits  to  them  unknown) 
became  the  chief  stone  of  the  corner; — 
and  that  the  all-seeing  eye,  whom  the 
sun,  moon,  and  stars  obey,  and  under 
whose  watchful  cure,  comets  perform 
their  stupendous  revolutions,  pervades 
tnc  inmost  recesses  of  the  human  heart, 
and  will  reward  us  accordingto  our  me- 
rits. 


44  To  him  that  overcometh  will  I give 
to  cat  of  the  hidden  manna  ; and  I will 
give  him  a white  stone,  and  iti  the  stone 
a name  written,  which  no  man  knoweih, 
save  him  that  rcceiveth  it.”  Brethren, 
44  this  is  the  will  of  God,  that  with  well 
doing,  ye  should  put  to  silence  the  igno- 
rance of  foolish  men.” 

44  As  free,  and  not  using  your  liberty 
for  a cloak  of  maliciousness,  but  as  the 
servants  of  God,  honor  all  men — love 
the  brotherhood — fear  God.”  So  will 
the  Lord  have  compassion  on  us  the 
children  of  his  creation;  administering 
tons  comfort  in  time  of  trouble,  and  fi- 
nally save  us  with  an  everlasting  salva- 
tion. With  this  hope,  the  good  mason, 
guided  by  the  holy  writings,  that  great 
light  in  masonry,  pursues  his  path  to 
t?K  temple  of  happiness,  enjoying  that 
peace,  which  nothing  earthly  gives,  or 
can  destroy.  44  The  soul’s  calm  sun- 
shine, and  the  heartfelt  joy.” 

Masonry,  which  is  consistent  with  the 
world  itself,  has  been  patronized  by  the1 
wisest  and  best  men  that  have  ever  lived. 
It  seems  to  have  assumed  its  present 
form  in  the  days  of  Solomon,  at  the 
building  of  the  temple,  in  which  build- 
ing 80,000  craftsmen  were  employed,  as- 
sisted by  70,000  entered  apprentices,  di- 
rected by  3300  masters,  who  were  in- 
structed and  approved  by  that  God,  who 
is  the  Maker  of  us  all.  A fabrick  wa9 
thus  erected  in  the  space  of  seven  years, 
supported  by  fourteen  hundred  and  fifty 
columns,  and  two  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  six  pilasters  of  hewn  marble. 
And  there  was  neither  the  sound  of  the 
hammer,  nor  axe,  nor  any  iron  tool  heard 
in  the  house  while  it  was  building.  And 
when  it  was  finished,  and  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  sealed  ; Solomon  having  dedi- 
cated the  house  to  the  Lord,  as  an  evi- 
dence that  he  approved  the  work, 4 the 
glory  of  the  Lord  came  down  and  filled 
the  house  of  the  Lord.’  And  when  all 
the  children  of  Israel  saw  how  the  fire 
came  down  from  Heaven,  and  con- 
sumed the  sacrifice,  and  the  glory  of  the 
Lord  rested  upon  the  house,  they  bowed 
themselves  with  theirfaces  to  the  ground 
upon  the  pavement,  and  worshipped, 
and  praised  the  Lord,  saying,  4 for  he  is 
good,  his  merry  endureth  forever.’— 
But,  as  sin  destroyed  the  first  temple  of 
holiness  and  purity  in  man,  so  for  the 
sins  of  the  people,  this  temple  was  suf- 
fered to  be  destroyed,  having  served  as 
an  emblem  of  man’s  first  estate  when  ne 
bore  the  image  of  his  Maker.  By  its 
destruction,  we  sre  reminded  of  our  fal- 
len and  miserable  condition  by  nature. 

The  building  of  the  second  temple,  re- 
minds us  of  the  truth  of  our  text.  44  God 
is  LoVe” — and  while  it  impresses  on.r 
minds  with  the  necessity  of  reformation, 
it  points  ns  to  Jesus  Christ,  who,  not- 
withstanding he  has  been  by  many  reject- 
ed, yet  is  esteemed  by  the  faithful  Ma- 
son, as  well  as"  by  the  pious  Christian, 
the  chief  stone  of  the  corner — and  it  is 
through  him  that  the  glory  of  the  latter 
house  is  to  be  greater  than  the  glory  of 
the  former.  We  are  to  esteem  him  as 
ouv  chief  Overseer,  our  most  excellent 
Master  our  High  Priest,  our  Saviour, 
our  God.  44  If  so  he,  ye  have  tasted  that 
the  Lord  is  gracious — whom  coming  as 
unto  a living  stone,  disallowed  indeed  of 
men,  but  chosen  of  God  and  precious — 
ye  also  as  living  stones — be  ye  built  up 
a spiritual  house,  an  holy  priesthood,  to 
offer  up  sacrifices  acceptable  unto  God.” 
Wherefore,  also,  it  is  contained  in  tlu> 
scriptures, 44  behold  I lay  in  Zion,  for  a 
foundation,  a tried  stone,  a precious  cor- 
ner stone,  he  that  believeth,  shall  not 
make  haste  to  pass  it  over.  Unto  you 
therefore,  who  believe  it  is  an  honor.” 
This  is  the  saviour’s  promise  to  Adutn, 
which  promise  was  renewed  to  Abra- 
ham and  confirmed  to'  David  ; and  il- 
lustrated in  the  temple,  as  well  as  va- 
rious other  forms  of  architecture,  ritu- 
als and  ceremonies.  Explanatory  to 
uiis  promise,  it  was  received  by  St.  John 
the  Baptist,  a patron  of  Masonry,  and 
brought  to  light  in  the  advent  of  Jesus 
Christ,  and  proclaimed  by  St.  John  the 
Evangelist,  and  his  coteniporarics  and 
successors,  many  of  whom  were  pat- 
rons of  Masonry,  but  whose  names  aro 
too  numerous  to  be  recorded  at  this  time. 
Yet  too  worthy  to  be  forgotten  by  Ma- 
sons. Many  of  them  have  finished  their 
work  as  Masons,  having  kept  the  faith 
as  Christians — and  have  entered  within 
the  veil  of  white,  and  been  approved  by 
the  Grand  Council,  where  they  join  with 
angels  and  spirits  of  just  men  made  per-s 
feet,  in  celebrating  the  praises  of  the 
great  architect  of  the  Heavens  and  earth. 
Masonry  is  a science  confined  to  no  par- 
ticular country,  hut  diffused  over  the 
whole  territorial  Globe.  It  has  for  its 
motto, 44  holiness  to  the  Lord,”  and  be- 
nevolence and  charity  for  its  constant 
employment.  It  relieves  and  comfort* 
the  unfortunate  and  afflicted  brother,  not 
with  an  unfeeling  observation,  to  be  seen 
of  men,  but  with  secrecy  and  tenderness 
calculated  to  soothe  and  heal  the  wound- 
ed heart.  The  same  kindness  is  extend- 
ed to  the  distressed  family  of  a brother. 
When  he  is  summoned  to  the  Grand 
Lodge  above,  Ids  w idow  and  orphans, 
become  objects  of  peculiar  care.  The 
generous  hearted  Mason  guards  them 
from  danger,  and  comforts  them  in  af- 
fliction. Masonry  regards  divine  reve- 
lation -os  the  magna  qharu  of  the  or^ 


der — and  the  *acred  truths  thereby  com- 
municated as  the  land  marks  of  its  an- 
cient and  honorable  institution— and  menj 
emerging  from  darkness,  are  taught  to 
esteem  the  Holy  Bible  as  the  great  light 
of  Masonry,  by  which  we  are  instructed 
in  our  duty  to  God,  to  ourselves  and  to 
our  fellow  men.  And,  if  we,  fny  breth- 
ren, do  diligently  apply  ourselves  to 
search  the  word  of  God,  and  faithfully 
to  keep  his  sayings,  we  shall  see  the 
noble  edifice  of  Masonry,  which  wisdom 
has  devised,  and  beauty  adorned,  arise 
with  splendor,  supported  by  strength, 
the  joy  of  the  whole  earth.  While  every 
brother  is  carefully  applying  the  work- 
ing tools  belonging  to  his  degree,  and 
the  faithful  master’s  trowel  spreading  the 
cement  of  brotherly  love  and  charity, 
throughout  the  whole  fraternity — man 
should  behold  how  good,  and  how  plea- 
sant it  is  for  brethren  to  dwell  together 
in  unity.  They  should  be  convinced  of 
the  truth  of  what  we  profess,  that  Ma- 
sonry makes  U6  better  citizens,  better 
husbands,  better  fathers, belter  men,  bet- 
ter brothers,  and  better  Christians.  The 
world  would  be  constrained  to  acknowl- 
edge, not  only  that  <*  God  is  Love,”  but 
that  those  who  dwell  in  love,  dwell  in 
God,  and  God  in  them  ; and  thus  should 
the  sacred  temple  of  holiness  be  erected 
in  our  hearts,  and  wc  through  Jesus 
Christ  our  divine  Mediator,  be  restored 
to  the  image  and  likeness  of  God,  being 
as  living  stones  built  up  a spirituous 
house,  a holy  priesthood,  to  offer  up 
sacrifices  acceptable  to  God.  ‘ Holiness 
to  the  Lord’  should  be  engraven,  as  on 
our  thoughts,  words  and  actkns,  and  the 
incense  of  piety  should  ascend  continu- 
ally upon  the  altar  of  our  hearts,  a sac- 
rifice well  pleasing  in  God;  and,  when 
this  earthly  tabernacle  shall  be  dissolved, 
wc  shall  be  accepted  of  God.  made  free 
by  his  son,  and  admitted  int#  the  sanc- 
tum sanctorum  of  his  holy  temple,  where 
we  shall  rest  from  our  Labours,  and  our 
works  shall  follow  us.  Thus  following 
after  charity,  our  grand  pole  star,  which 
emanated  from  God,  we  are  led  by  it 
back  to  its  origin  to  God,  who  is  Love. 
With  this  view  of  the  subject,  we  may- 
say  to  the  Christian— we  are  c f your  own 
kindred , sprung  from  that  noble  family 
of  Israelites,  in  whom  there  is  no  guile. 
Being  led  by  divine?  revelation,  our  de- 
sign is  to  aid  and  assist  in  rebuilding  the 
house,  the  holy  temple  of  Uhe  Lord  our 
God.  By  tracing  our  genealogy  through 
the  sacred  writings,  wc  find  our  ances- 
tors among  the  most  holy  and  noblest 
men  that  have  ever  lived  since  the  days 
of  purity  and  innocence. 

The  order  of  Masonry  existed  in  the 
antediluvian  world.  It  rode  triumphant- 
ly on  the  flood,  and  survived  the  deluge 
•in  the  days  of  Noah.  It  lias  withstood 
the  rise  and  fall  of  empij  es — the  ruth- 
less hand  of  war,  and  the  still  more  bar- 
barous spirit  of  persecution,  of  ignorance 
and  superstition.  The  Wood  of  sacrific- 
ed thousands  attest  the  importance  of 
the  principles  of  our  order,  whilst  it  de- 
fies every  stretch  of  human  ingenuity  and 
power  to  suppress  and  destroy  it.  It 
claims  its  origin  in  divinity,  perpetuated 
from  time  immemorial — patronised  by 
the  wisest  and  best  of  men  that  have  ev- 
er lived.  It  teaches  us  to  square  our 
lives,  according  to  the  word  of  God,  to 
circumscribe  all  our  actions,  and  keep 
them  within  the  compass  of  propriety 
and  truth.  It  recognises  the  testimony 
of  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  that  1 God  is 
Love.’  It  teaches  us  to  do  unto  all  men 
as  wc  would  they  should  do  unto  us.  It 
reiterates  the  most  important  traits  in 
the  history  of  men,  and  corroborates  the 
most  sacred  truths  in  divine  revelation. 
It  inculcates  faith  in  God,  hope  in  im- 
mortality, and  sobriety  to  all  mankind. 
Suffer  us,  then,  to  ask  again,  why  are 
Free  Masons  arraigned  before  the  bar  of 
religious  societies,  and  denounced,  mere- 
ly because  they  are  Masons  ? Where,  we 
ask,  is  the  charity  that  the  holy  religion 
of  Jesus  Christ  teaches  ? Surely  it  is  not 
consistent  with  the  Christian  rcgligion  to 
persecute  and  denounce  the  innocent. 
If  Free  Masonry  is  a wicked  institution, 
we  ask  the  world  to  point  out  its  error,  or 
to  detect  its  wickedness.  If  some  of 
those  attached  to  the  order  do  not  walk 
uprightly,  this  is  no  evidence  that  the 
institution  itself  is  impure,  or  unholy — 
nor  is  it  any  just  cause  why  those  who 
do  fear  God,  and  love  the  brotherhood, 
and  honor  all  men,  should  be  thrown 
over  among  the  rubbish  as  unfit  for  their 
Heavenly  Master’s  service.  As  wc  said 
before,  so  we  say  again,  we  do  not  pre- 
tend that  Masonry  is  a substitute  for 
Christianity,  or,  that  it  supercedes  the 
necessity  of  Christianity— but  wc  say, 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  a Mason 
should  not  be  a Christian,  any  more  than 
there  is  reason  why  a good  man  should 
not  be  a Christian.  And  we  say  moreo- 
ver, that  Masonry  when  properly  attend- 
ed to,  will  aid  and  not  hinder  the  man 
From  serving  God  acceptably. 

Professors  of  the  holy  religion  of  Jesus, 
ought  to  be  cautious,  lest  they  should  be 
found  fighting  against  God,  for  surely 
they  know  not  what  they  do.  They  know 
not  what  they  are  opposing.  Men  en- 
tirely unacquainted  with  a science,  are 
but  poorly  qualificcLto  judge  of  its  worth, 
and  charity  ought  to  teach  them  to  tread 
lightly  on  the  ashes  of  those  holy  men 
of  old,  who  have  been  patrons  of  the  sa- 
cred institution  of  Masonry.  Such  as 
Solomon,  in  whose  heart  God  had  put 
superior  wisdom — and  St.  John,  in  whose 
life  was  manifest,  entire  holiness  and  de- 
votion to  God — and  who,  though  he  was 
a Mason,  was  a disciple  of  Jesus  Christ, 
and  a distinguished  apostle  of  his  Gos- 
pel. Let  those,  therefore,  who  are  dis- 
posed to  approach  the  sacred  temple  of 
Masonry,  remember,  that  the  place 
whereon  it  stands,  is  holy  ground — and 
though  it  has  been  long  persecuted,  yet, 
like  the*  hush  that  burned  it  is  not  con- 
sumed’. It  will  be  recollected,  my  breth- 
ren, that  it  is  the  pure  and  undefilad  prin- 
ciple of  Masonry  that  wc  vindicate,  not 


[the  unmasonic  conduct  of  any  of  its  V0-, 
Itaries,  who  ‘ walk  disorderly  and  not  ac- 
cording to  the  traditions  that  they  have 
received,’  for  wo  must  confess,  that  too 
many  who  have  Tieen  brought  out  of 
darkness  into  light,  have  returned  to  the' 
place  from  whence  they  came,  and  ap- 
pear to  have  forgotten  the  gveater  as 
well  as  the  lesser  lights  of  Masonry — and 
thereby  brought  a reproach  upon  their 
brethren — and  instead  of  being  found  as 
living  stones  in  the  temple  of  virtue  and 
holiness,  have  furnished  our  enemies 
with  materials  to  reproach  and  annoy  us 
But  let  the  time  past  suffice  us  to  have 
wrought  folly — and  let  us  now  begin  to 
remove  the  rubbish  and  search  the  sa- 
cred word  of  God,  that  we  may  be  in- 
structed in  the  way  oflife,  and  be  ena- 
bled to  glorify  God  in  our  bodies  and 
spirits,  which  are  his.  Let  us,  in  obedi- 
ence to  the  holy  writings,  repent  of  our 
sins — believe  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
and  add  to  our  faith  every  Christian  vir- 
tue, that  wc  may  grow  up  from  little 
children  to  young  men,  and  from  young 
men  to  fathers  in  Christ.  ‘ For  this  is 
the  will  of  God,  even  our  sanctification.’ 
Then  ‘ let  us  work  out  our  salvation  witli 
fear  and  trembliug,’  while  God  ‘ work 
elh  in  us  to  will  and  to  do,  of  his  good 
pleasure’ : and,  when  our  work,  wrought 
in  this  forest  of  difficulty  and  danger 
shall  he  tried  by  the  square  of  eternal 
truth,  it  will  be  accepted  by  Jesus  Christ, 
our  chief  overseer — and  we  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  see  him  bring  iorth  the  cap 
stone  with  shouting,  crying  ‘ grice,  grace 
unto  it’ — for  it  is  by  grace  we  are  saved 
and  that  not  of  ourselves — it  is  the  gift 
of  God’  ;‘  God  is  Love.’  While  wc  arc 
feasting  on  this  1 glorious  hope  of  im 
mortality,’  we  ought  to  improve  in  the 
love  of  God  and  the  love  of  man,  care 
fully  observing  the  divine  principles 
laid  down  in  our  holy  charter, until  it  shall 
please  the  Grand  Masterofthc  Univers* 
to  declare  this  earthly  Lodge  closed,  to 
stand  closed  forever  : when  the  angel  of 
the  Lord  shall  stand  on  the  earth,  and  on 
the  sea,  and  swear  by  him  who  lives  for- 
ever, that  time  shall  be  no  more.’

December  28th,  1818. 

Wchave  been  waiting  anxiously  seme 
time  for  an  opportunity  to  address  you, 
with  respect  to  the  state  of  this  market, 
fer  articles  of  your  produce,  and  now  a- 
vail  ourselves  of  a vessel  from  St.  Ubes, 
to  apprize  yon  of  the  material  alteration 
in  the  prices  of  grain,  which  have  taken 
place  since  wc  last  wrote  you.  The  im- 
mense and  continued  importations  of 
wheat  and  Indian  corn,  received  here  of 
late  from  the  Black  Sea  and  Italy,  have 
so  completely  filled  our  granaries,  that 
it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  stores  have 
been  found  to  place  it  in — and  should 
more  cargoes  arrive,  (as  expected)  they 
must  remain  on  board.  It  naturally  fol- 
lows, that  with  so  great  a supply  on  hand, 
prices  tr.v.st  remain  very  low.

IX  SENATE— FEBRUARY  22. 

Mr.  Tait,  from  thecommittee  to  whom  had 
been  referred  the  bill,  from  the  other  House, 
authorizing  a constitution  anti  state  govern- 
ment, &c.  in  the  Missouri  territory,  reported 
the  same  with  amendments,  which  w<ire  read. 
[The  amendment  recommended  by  the  com- 
mit *e  is  to  strike  out  the  clause  which  pro- 
hibits slavery  in  the  new  state.] 

Several  hills  received  a second  reading. 

The  senate  resumed  the  consideration  of 
the  report  of  the  post  office  committee  rela- 
tive to  authorizing  a guard  for  the  mail,  and 
concurred  with  the  committee  in  their  resolu- 
tion, that  it  is  inexpedient  to  authorize  the 
Postmaster  General  to  employ  an  armed  guard 
for  the  protection  of  the  mails. 

The  report  of  the  committee  on  pensions, 
unfavorable  to  the  petition  of  Elizabeth  B.  II. 
Forsyth,  w as  taken  up  and  agreed  to. 

The  senate  took  up  the  bill  for  the  better 
organization  of  the  Military  Academy  ; and 
On  motion  of  Mr.  Williams  of  Tennessee, 
the  bill  was  postponed  to  the  5th  of  March. 

The  bill  to  repeal  part  of  the  act  of  1813, 
respecting  the  post  office  establishment ; and 
the  bill  to  authorize  the  Postmaster  General 
to  contract  for  transporting  the  mails  in  steam 
bViats,  were  severally  considered  in  committee 
of  the  whole,  and  ordered  to  a third  reading. 

Mr.  Buhujj,  from  the  joint  committee  ap- 
pointed to  enquire  wlnt  business  it  is  necessa- 
ry to  act  on  during  the  present  session,  made 
a report. 

The  senate  resumed  the  consideration  of 
the  hill  respecting  the  transportation  of  per- 
sons of  color  for  sale,  or  to  he  held  to  labor. 

Some  debate  arose  on  tins  bill,  in  which  it 
was  advocated  by  Messrs.  Burril,  Eaton,  and 
Williams,  and  opposed  by  Messrs.  Macon  and 
Fronientin ; in  ine  course  of  which  the  last 
named  gentleman,  for  the  purpose  of  destroy 
ing  it,  moved  to  postpone  the  bill  indefinitely 
This  question  was  decided  in  the  negative, 
by  the  following  vote  :

Imported  the  bill  to  protect  the 
commerce  of  the  United  States  from  piracy, 
with  sundry  amendments,  which  were  consi- 
dered snd  agreed  to  by  the  Senate,  ami  the 
hill  ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a third  read- 
ing 

'Hie  bill  in  addition  to  the  act  concerning 
tonnage  and  discriminating  duties ; and  the 
bill  to  continue  in  force  for  a further  time  the 
act  for  establishing  trading  houses  with  the 
Indian  tribes — severally  passed  through  com- 
mittees of  the  w hole,  were  amended,  and  or- 
dered to  be  read  a third  time. 

The  bill  from  the  house  of  representatives 
authorizing  tlie  transportation  of  the  mails  in 
steam  boats,  was  read  the  third  time,  passed, 
and  returned  to  the  oilier  house.

OCCUPATION  OF  FLORIDA. 

The  following  message  under  the  date 
of  yesterday,  was  received  irom  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  the 
hands  of  Mr.  J.  J.  Monroe. 

To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  : 

The  Treaty  of  amity,  settlement  and  limits, 
between  the  United  States  and  his  Catholic 
Majesty,  having  been,  on  the  part  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  ratified,  bv  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  copies  of  it  are 
notv  transmitted  to  Congress.  As  the  ratifi- 
cation on  the  part  of  Spain  may  be  expected 
to  take  place  during  the  recess  of  Congress, 
I recommend  to  their  consideration  the  adop- 
tion of  such  legislative  measures,  conting:  nt 
upon  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications,  as  may 
be  necessary  or  expedient  to  carry  the  treaty 
into  effect,  in  the  interval  between  jtlie  ses- 
sions, and  until  Congress,  at  their  next  session, 
may  see  fit  to  make  further  provisions  on  the 
subject.  JAMES  MONUOE. 

The  message  was  read,  and  referred 
to  the  committee  on  foreign  relations, 
and  permission  given  to  the  committee 
to  sit  during  the  sittings  ofthe  house. 

Nr.  Holmes,  from  that  committee, 
subsequently  reported  a bill,  aut'ioiiz- 
ipg  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  take  possession  of  East  and  West 
Florida,  for  the  transportation  thence  of 
the  Spanish  authorities,  and  providing 
for  the  temporary  government  of  the 
territory,  See.  which  was  twice  read;  and 

The  house  resumed  the  consideration 
of  the  amendments  of  the  Senate  to  the 
general  appropriation  bill,  and  cotieur- 
ed  in  all  except  that  which  was  disa- 
greed to  by  the  committee  of  the  whole 
yesterday,  and  so  reported  to  the  house. 

This  amendment  was  an  oppropria- 
tian  of  4300  dollars  to  be  repaid  to  tbe 
owners  of  the  British  vessel  Lord  Nel- 
son, which  was  captured  on  Lake  Onta- 
rio twelve  days  before  the  declaration  of 
the  late  war,  brought  in  and  sold  hy  a- 
greement,  and  the  monies  placed  in  the 
hands  ofthe  court ; the  capture  was  af-  j 
forwards  adjudged  to  he  illegal,  and  the 
proceeds  of  the  sale  ordered  to  be  refund- 
ed. In  the  mean  lime,  the  clerk  of  the 
court  had  absconded,  with  the  monies  in 
his  hands,  and  it  was  the  purpose  of  this 
amendment  to  pay  the  amount  out  ol 
the  public  treasury. 

Some  debate  took  place  on  the  amend- 
ment, in  which  it  was  opposed  on  the 
ground  that  the  circumstances  of  the 
case  had  not  been  investigated  by  a com 
mittee  ol  the  house  ; that  there  were 
numerous  claims  of  our  own  citizens 
which  would  be  unsuccessful  at  this  sea- 
son, from  the  want  of  time  to  act  on 
them  ; tiiat  this  case  ought  not  to  have 
preference,  See.  The  amendment  was 
supported  on  the  merits  and  extreme 
hardness  of  the  case,  and  the  injustice  of 
withholding  payment,  &c. 

'I’lie 'disagreement  of  this  amendment 
was  concurred  in  by  the  house,  and  tht 
bill  again  sent  tq  the  Senate. 

The  engrossed  bilj  to  alter  and  estab- 


lish certain  post  roads,  was  read  the 
third  time,  passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate. 

The  House  took  up  the  bill  from  the 
Senate,  further  to  suspend,  for  a limited 
me,  the  sale  and  forfeiture  of  lands  for 
failure  to  complete  the  payments  therc- 

Mr.  Hendricks  moved  to  amend  the 
bill  by  inserting  a clause  to  exempt  from 
back  interest  all  sums  paid  previous  to 
the  31st  of  March,  1820;  which  motion 
was  negatived,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a third  reading ; and,  after  an  ineffec- 
tual attempt  by  Mr.  Mercer  to  lay  on 
the  table,  until  the  House  should  have 
acted  on  the  hill  requiring  cash  pay- 
ments for  public  lands, 

The  bill  was  read  the  third  time,  pass- 
ed, and  returned. 

Several  bills  from  the  Senate  were 
twice  read  and  referred. 

The  bill  for  erecting  a light  house  on 
Gallon  Island,  Sec.  passed  through  a 
committee  of  the  whole,  Mr.  Pitkin  in 
the  chair,  received  some  amendments 
on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Newton,  and  was 
ordered  to  be  engrossed  for  a third  read- 
ing. 

The  House  took  up  the  bill  from  the 
Senate  in  addition  to  the  act  concerning 
tonnage  and  discriminating  duties;  [ex- 
tending the  provisions  of  that  act  to  the 
vessels  of  Prussia,  Hamburg  and  Brc- 
men.jl 

This  hill  was  explained  and  support 
‘ed  in  a short  speech  by  Mr.  Pitkin. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Md.  was  opposed  to 
the  bill  in  its  present  shape,  and  entered 
into  some  commercial  statements  to 
shew  that  it  was  inexpedient  particular- 
ly as  it  was  in  the  nature  of  a convention, 
and  could  not  be  altered  for  five  years. 
Amongst  his  objections,  Mr.  S.  said  that 
a very  heavy  transit  duty  was  laid  by 
Prussia  on  our  tobacco,  passing  through 
the  Netherlands,  up  the  Rhine,  into  her 
dominions,  which  had  greatly  affected 
the  price  of  that  staple  in  Holland  ; and 
he  proposed  an  amendment,  substantial 
ly,  to  require  of  Prussia  to  lay  no  high 
cr  duty  on  our  tobacco,  passing  thither 
through  the  Netherlands,  than  was  im- 
posed on  it  if  entered  in  a Prussian  port, 
as  Dantzic,  Stetten,  Stralsuwl,  See. 

Mr.  Trimble  made  a few  remarks 
observing,  that  if  this  extraordinary  duty 
was  laid  by  Prussia  on  our  tobacco,  we 
ought  to  impose  a corresponding  duty 
on  her  Silesia  linens,  Sec.  and  thus  beat 
her  with  her  own  weapons. 

Mr.  Smith’s  proposition  to  amend 
was  negatived  hy  a large  majority,  and 

The  bill  was  then  read  a third  time, 
passed,  and  returned  to  the  Senate. 

The  bill  for  the  relief  of  James  Orr 
and  of  Robert  Kiddy  and  John  M'Caus- 
land,  passed  through  a committee  olthe 
whole,  Mr.  Alexander  Smyth  in  the 
chair  ; and 

The  hill  extending  the  term  of  half  pay 
pensions  to  the  widows  and  children  of 
certain  officers  and  seamen,  and  marines, 
who  died  in  the  public  service  ; and  the 
hill  for  the  relief  of  15.  and  P.  Jourdan, 
passed  through  committees  of  the  whole, 
Mr.  Tallmadge  in  the  chair;  all  of 
which  bills  were  ordered  to  be  engross- 
ed for  a'third  reading,  and  the  last  nam- 
ed was  read  the  third  time,  passed,  and 
returned  to  the  Senate. 

Adjourned. 

THE  LA  U JVC  H. 

At  a quarter  before  twelve  o’clock 
yesterday,  and  about  an  hour  later  than 
was  expected,  the  noble  Shift  of  the 
Line  COLUMBUS  glided  from  its  bed, 
at  the  Navy  Yard  in  this  city,  in  the  most 
majestic  style,  in  the  presence  of  many 
thousands  of  spectators,  who,  in  despite 
of  unfavourable  weather,  had  assembled 
to  witness  this  interesting  scene.

Among  the  spectators  were  the  Pres- 
dent,  many  Senators  and  Representatives 
in  Congress,  the  Heads  of  Departments, 
the  principal  officers  of  the  government 
resident  here,  officers  of  the  army  and 
navy,  strangers  and  foreigners 

It  is  a very  general  impression,  that 
a more  beautiful  Launch  was  never  wit- 
nessed in  any  country. 

This  is  said  to  be  one  of  the  finest 
vessels  ever  built,  and  to  confer  credit 
on  the  skill  and  attention  of  our  naval 
architects.  It  will  not  be  long  before 
the  Columbus,  bears  the  National  Ban- 
ner on  the  ocean,  under  the  charge  of 
some  one  of  our  most  distinguished  na 
val  commanders. 

We  are  pleased  that  the  name  of  the 
rightful  discoverer  of  the  shores  of  this 
country,  and  whose  name,  perhaps,  our 
country  ought  distinctly  to  bear,  has 
been  conferred  on  the  first  line  of  battle 
ship  built  in  this  District,  the  finest  ves- 
sel ever  launched  in  the  United  States, 
and  perhaps  in  the  world.— Eat.

BANK  of  the  UNITED  STATES* 
BON  REPOS. 

The  supreme  court  on  the  6th  instant, 
put  to  rest,  by  unanimous  concurrence, 
the  question  concerning  the  right  of  in- 
dividual states  to  tax  the  bank  of  the 
United  States.  This  interesting  decis- 
ion cannot  be  two  highly  appreciated  ; 
and  it  will  furnish  a happy  lesson  to  lo- 
cal politicians  against  their  right  to  in- 
fringe upon  the  national  constitution,  or 
upon  the  laws  of  congress.  We  hope 
to  see  no  more  interference  by  state  le- 
gislatures. The  following  letters  have 
been  received  in  this  place  : 

Extract  to  catt.  John  Fowler,  dated, 

“ Washington,  6th  March,  1819. 
“ While  the  mail  is  closing,  I hasten 
to  inform  you,  that  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  United  States,  have  just  decided 
against  the  power  of  the  States  to  tax 
the  bank  of  the  United  States.  This  de- 
cision is  said  to  be  unanimous.” 

Extract  to  a gentleman  in  Lexington, 

DATED, 

“ Chiiicothe,  March  11,  1819,  past  10,  P M. 
“ Mr.  (president)  Creighton,  has  this 
evening  received  a letter  of  7th  inst.  by 
express  mail  from  Mr.  Meigs,  p.  m.  g. 
Washington,  stating  the  unanimous  de- 
cision of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  U. 
S.  on  the  6th,  against  the  right  of  the 
states  to  tax  the  branches  Sec.  laus  deo.”

“ Washington  City, 

Supreme  Court  Itoom,  6th  March,  1819. 

“ Dear  Sir — The  Supreme  Court 
have  this  moment  delivered  their  opin- 
ion on  the  question  of  the  right  of  states 
to  tax  the  bank — and  on  every  point  pre- 
sented to  the  court,  (which  by  agree- 
ment, embraced  every  point  in  whieh 
the  states  could  interfere  with  the  Bank) 
they  were  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
Bank.

SPANISH  TREATY. 

The  following  are  provisions  omitted  by  the 
National  Intelligencer,  in  its  first  account  of 
the  details  of  the  Spanish  treaty: 

“ All  grants  made  by  Spain,  in  the  ceded 
territory,  anterior,  to  the  first  day  of  January, 
1818,  are  to  be  respected. 

“ The  Islands  adjacent  to  Florida  arc  ceded 
with  the  territory. 

“ It  is  stipulated  that  the  territory  shall, 
having  the  necessary  requisites,  be  admitted 
into  the  union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the 
original  states.” 

From  the  best  consideration  we  have  been, 
as  yet,  able  to  give  to  this  subject,  we  are  not 
prepared  to  admire  the  treaty.  The  Florida# 
can  only  be  esteemed  valuable,  on  account  of 
their  political  importance  to  the  United  States* 
In  the  eastern  province,  particularly  the  soil 
is  poor;  there  are  many  barrens,  and  the 
growth,  small  pine.  The  g5,000,000  which 
our  government  is  to  pay  American  citizens 
for  spoliations  committed  by  Spain,  would,  of 
itself,  have  been  a good  price  for  the  newly  ac- 
quired territory'. 

In  settling  the  western  boundary  of  Louisi- 
ana, we  have  relinquished  much  fine  country, 
that  has  been  heretofore  seriously  claimed.  All 
that  vastly  fertile  tract,  watered  by  the  heads 
of  the  Kio  del  Norte,  the  Red  River,  and  the 
Arkansas,  is  excluded  from  cur  limits.  The 
100th  degree  of  longitude  crosses  Red  River 
about  750  miles  above  Nachitochcs,  & cross- 
es the  Arkansas  about  1500  miles  above  its 
mouth.  These  distances  are  calculated  by  the 
meanders  of  the  channels  of  those  waters. 
Leaving  an  extent  west  of  7 or  800  miles, 
heretofore  insisted  upon  by  our  diplomatic  a- 
gents.  The  lapse  of  time,  and  the  pressure 
of  population  towards  that  quarter  of  the  con- 
tinent, will  hereafter  demand  the  acquisition 
of  that  country. 

SEMINOLE  WAR. 

The  report  of  the  Senate  ofthe  XJ.  States,’ 
on  this  subject,  is  laid  on  the  table  until  next 
session  of  Congress.  It  is  couched  in  decided 
terms  of  reprehension  against  Gen.  Jackson. 
So  much  has  been  written  and  so  many  speech- 
es delivered  concerning  the  Seminole  War, 
that  we  shall  content  ourselves  by  giving,  at 
some  future  day,  the  report  itself,  without 
comment. 

PUBLIC  LANDS. 

Our  readers  will  recollect  that  the 
Bill  which  originated  in  tiie  Senate  ofthe 
United  States,  reducing  the  price  of 
public  lands  toRl  50  cts.  per  acre,  and 
stopping  credits  to  purchasers  after  Fe- 
bruary 1820,  was  mentioned  in  the  last 
Gazette  as  having  been  sent  down  to 
the  House  ol  Representatives  for  con- 
currence. Our  anticipations  and  wish- 
es on  that  subject  were  realized  at  the 
heel  of  the  session  by  the  refusal  of  the 
House  to  concur  with  the  Senate.  Con- 
sequently lands  will  continue  to  be  dis- 
posed of  on  the  same  terms  as  hereto- 
fore, 

COL.  R.  M.  JOHNSON. 

Mr.  McKenney,  superintendant  of 
Indian  affairs  at  Washington,  has  ad- 
dressed a circular  letter  to  the  United 
States  Factors,  upon  the  authority  of 
Col.  Johnson,  inviting  Indian  parents  to 
send  or  bring  their  children  to  the  Great 
(.rossings  tor  the  laudable  purpose  of 
having  them  educated  at  the  expense  of 
the  Kentucky  Baptist  Mission  society, 
l’he  travelling  expenses  of  the  Indians 
will  also  be  paid. 

Col.  Johnson  is  himself  a member  of 
the  society,  and,  as  on  all  other  occa- 
sions, has  evinced  in  the  exercise  of  his 
lunctions,  in  the  character  of  member 
of  the  board,  the  kindest  benevolence 
and  the  inflexible  patriotism. 


THE  BANK  QUESTION'— IX  CONGRESS. 

We  are  authorized  to  state,  that  Col.  R.  M. 
Johnson  avoided,  intentionally,  voting  on  this 
subject  in  the  House  of  Representatives.  He 
held,  as  trustee  of  Col.  James  Johnson,  4,000 
shares  in  the  U.  S.  Bank,  which  fell  into  the 
hands  of  the  latter  on  account  of  sccurityship 
for  James  Prentiss. 

The  infamous  reports,  springing  from  the 
blackest  heart,  that  have  been  circulated  con- 
cerning any  agency  the  two  Col.  Johnsons, 
as  said  to  have  had  in  injuring  the  old  St.  Lou- 
is Rank,  are  all  susceptible  of  being  proved 
entirely  false. 

EDUCATION. 

We  last  week  made  some  general 
remarks  on  this  interesting  subject,  in- 
tended to  exhibit  the  necessity  of  diffus- 
ing letters  and  science  throughout  the 
commonwealth,  by  the  exercise  of  legis- 
lative munificence.  It  would  be  ex- 
tremely ill-judged  policy,  to  rely  entire- 
ly upon  the  legislature.  Individuals, 
neighborhoods,  and  towns,  should  not 
suffer  themselves,  under  any  possible 
prosperity  of  literature,  to  totter  into 
carelessness  or  indifference,  lest  the  po- 
litical guardians  of  our  state  concerns 
might  follow  the  example.  Let  us  then 
for  a moment  enquire  if  all  our  publicl 
institutions,  at  home,  are  properly  pro-! 
vided  for. 

The  house  row  appropriated  for  the' 
Lexington  Library,  is  held  by  sufferance! 
only,  from  the  county  court.  It  is  tin-! 
certain  how  soon  the  company  may  be 
requested  to  leave  the  tenement.  In  such 
an  event,  a house  will  nave  to  be  taken 
on  rent;  and  a difficulty  would  in  all 
probability  occur,  in  selecting  a suitable) 
one.  The  present  apartment  is  much 
too  small ; for  it  will  be  recollected  that 
there  is  a recent  acquisition  of  near  a 
thousand  dollars  worth  of  additional 
b-ioks,  of  the  newest  and  most  valuable 
description ; and  there  is  no  place  to 
store  them. 

The  present  funds  of  the  company  are 
not  competent  to  build  a house  of  suffi-J 
cient  magnitude  and  taste  to  receive  so 
splendid  a collection  of  books  as  our  li-l 
brary  displays.  The  patriotic  citizens 
of  Lexington,  and  Fayette  county,  would, : 
therefore,  only  be  doing  justice  to  them-) 
selves,  and  to  their  high  character  for1 
literary  acquirement,  it  they  would  step! 
forward  and  make  donations  to  the  com- 
pany, in  order  to  complete  an  object  scr 
desirable. 

It  is  not  for  us  to  suggest  a plan  to  be 
pursued  in  arranging  a building.  Out| 
it  does  appear  that  there  should  be  two 
rooms  employed  ; one  for  the  library  it- 
self— another  for  those  who  may  wish, I 
for  a moment,  to  consult  authors,  with- 
out taking  away  books  upon  their  shares.1 
Another  reason:  the  Transylvania  Uni- 
versity, it  is  true,  has  a library.  Hut  itis( 
presumed  that  all  the  new  works  of  im- 
portance that  issue  from  the  press,  arc| 
not  obtained  by  that  institution.  IIow, 
easy  would  it  be,  then,  under  some  reg- 
ulation of  the  directors  of  ou  r library,  for 
the  students  to  repair  to  this  contiguous 
room,  and  have  the  benefit  of  our  books. 

The  union  of  the  Athenaeum  with  the 
Library,  is  a subject  that  has  been  spok- 
en of.  Under  judicious  management, 
We  have  no  doubt  of  the  success  and  i.n-' 
portance  ot  such  a scheme.  We  hope, 
at  ali  events,  that  some  of  our  more  ac- 
tive and  enterprizing  citizens  will  take 
up  the  business,  and  by  the  exercise  of 
their  influence,  afford  a facility  for  the 
acquisition  of  adequate  funds. 

The  little  article  which  we  published 
last  week,  mentioning  the  acting  gover- 
nor’s portrait,  was  not  intended  to  irritate! 
either  /tolitical  or  firivate  feeling.  To) 
those  who  have  taken  offence  we  hav 
no  balsam  to  administer.

TRANSYLVANIA  UNIVERSITY. 

TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  THE  WESTERN 
COUNTRY. 

The  Students  of  the  Transylvania 
University  in  justice  to  the  character  of 
their  President,  and  the  institution  to 
w hich  they  are  attached,  ha ve  determined 
to  answer  the  pieces,  contained  in  the 
Weekly  Recorder  of  the  19th  and  26th 
of  February.  For  this  purpose,  a Com- 
mittee from  the  three  regular  classes, 
has  been  elected,  whose  intention  it 
is,  to  give  a fair  statement  ol  facts,  and 
to  avoid  the  indelicate  course  pursued 
by  the  gentleman  who  penned  the  pub- 
lications, containing  the  most  invective 
abuse,  against  our  President;  and  state- 
ments, respecting  his  character,  and  the 
situation  of  the  University,  which  are 
far  from  being- correct. 

Men  engaged  m public  life,  should 
be  watched  with  the  most  scrutinising 
attention  and  particularly,  the  man,  who 
is  engaged  in  the  advancement  of  the 
Literature  and  Morals  of  our  country. 

The  ’Presidency  of  an  University  is 
a very  important  office  and,  the  man  who 
is  elected  to  that  elevated  station,  should 
be  possessed  of  a polished  and  extensive 
education,  of  liberal  and  generous  feel- 
ings,  as  it  is  his  function  to  advance  the 
youths,  entrusted  to  his  care,  in  the  sci- 
ences; and  to  inculcate  noble  and  man- 
ly principles  in  their  juvenile  breasts. 

The  Trustees  believing  Mr.  Holly 
to  be  possessed  of  those  accomplish- 
ments— appointed  him  to  the  Presiden- 
cy of  the  University.  He  is  as  the  gen- 
tleman observes,  ‘ public  property’ — 
But  any  statements  which  are  made,  de- 
rogatory to  his  character,  should  be  fair 
and  correct.  That  assertions,  wholly  un- 
true, have  been  made,  we  shall  endea- 
vor to  evince — To  commence  with  state- 
ments contained  in  the  paper  cf  the  19th 
February  : It  is  declared  that  in  his  in- 
augural address,  be  asserted  what  was 
not  true,  when  he  said  he  had  hecn 
three  times  unanimously  elected — it  is 
recorded  that  in  1814,  he  was  duly  elect- 
ed President,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of 
several  of  the  then  acting  Trustees  that 
it  was  unanimous.  In  1817  we  assert 
that  he  was  unanimously  a/ifiointcd — 
having  received  our  information  not  on- 
ly from  the  record,  but  from  many  per- 
sons whose  veracity  cannot  be  question- 
ed. 

When  the  legislature  appointed  the 
new  board,  they  deemed  it  necessary  to 
re-elect  him,  and  he  was  again  unani- 
mously chosen. 

He  was  informed  that  his  first  elec- 
tion was  unanimous;  this  being  the  case 
lie  was  perfectly  justifiable  in  saying  he 
bad  been  thrice  unanimously  appointed. 

Mr.  Hot  ly  stated  that  he  was  receiv- 
ed cordially  by  the  clergy  of  every  de- 
nomination and  that  he  had  publicly  de- 
clared his  sentiments.  Viator,  on  the 
contrary,  asserts  that  he  was  not  re- 
ceived in  the  character  of  a clergy- 
man by  any  minister  in  this  town  ( Mr. 
Rankin  exce/ited ,)  and  that  he  occupi- 
ed the  pulpits  of  the  other  ministers, 
contrary  to  the  desire  of  the  incumbents. 
— It  is  notorious,  throughout  Lexington 
that  he  was  considered  by  many  of  the 
ministers,  an  orthodox  Christian — and 
that  those  who  did  not  esteem  him  as 
such,  at  least,  treated  him  with  cordial- 
ity— It  is  also  known  that  the  Episcopal, 
Baptist  and  Methodist  ministers,  were 
perfectly  willing  and  anxious  that  he 
should  occupy  their  pulpits.  Viator  al- 
so declares  that  Mr.  Holly  did  not  pio- 
claim  his  sentiments — But  he  has,  fre- 
quently announced  himself  a Congrega- 
tionaiist. 

The  number  of  students,  is  indeed, 
somewhat  less  than  it  was  last  session, 
and  the  reason  is  obvious:  The  institu- 
tion has  undergone  a great  revolution, 
and  it  cannot  be  expected  to  advance 
with  perfect  order,  the  first  session  or 
two — persons  therefore  have  kept  their 
sons  at  home  and  will  wait  until  suffi- 
cient time  be  allowed  for  regular  ar- 
rangements. 

Viator  must  recollect  that  the  effects 
of  the  revolution  in  the  college  cannot 
be  produced  suddenly — that  time  has 
not  been  allowed  for  making  known  all 
over  our  country,  that  Transylvania 
University  is  now  a reguiatly  organized 
College.  Young  as  it  is,  Ve  have  stu- 
dents from  South  Carolina,  Tennessee, 
Virginia,  Illinois  Ter.  Mississippi,  and 
from  all  parts  of  Kentucky. 

Viator  is  vexed  to  see  the  additional 
expense,  caused  by  those,  who,  he  says, 
fill  the  place  of  Mr.  Sharpe.  Mr. 
Roach  ocupics  the  station  which  Mr. 
Sharp  held,  and  his  salary  is  what  Mr. 
Sharp’s  was. 

M ssrs.  Everett  and  Walker  teach 
the  languages  in  college  and  have  no 
very  easy  task.  Mr.  Htstt’.p  attends  to 
Natural  Philosophy  and  Mathematics, 
and  is  fully  employed,  Mr.  Holly 
Lectures  on  Rhetoric,  Logic  and  Moral 
Philosophy,  as  much  as  the  President 
of  any  college  does.  The  avocations 
of  each  officer,  now,  calls  forth  all  his 
time. — But  last  session,  Mr.  Bishop, 
attended  to  Natural  Philosophy,  Moral 
Philosophy,  Rhetoric,  Logic,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  ML  Cunningham,  to 
Mathematicks,  Mr.  Sharpe  attended 
to  the  languages  in  all  their  departments 
The  good  reader  will  take  into  consid- 
eration, that  the  studies  required  for  a 
diploma,  are  nearly  double  now,  of  what 
they  were  then,  and  will  dispassionately 
conclude,  whether  the  increase  of  pro- 
fit is  not  vastly  superior  to  the  increase 
of  expenses. 

In  his  number  of  the  25th  February, 
Viator  takes  the  liberty  of  doubting  the 
honesty  of  the  motives  which  induced  J 
particular  citizens  of  this  town,  to  exert ; 
themselves  in  favour  of  Mr.  Molly,' 
and  accuse s some  of  the  former  trus- 
tees of  being  enemies  to  the  sacred  vol- 
ume of  our  Maker,  and  of  despising  lj:n 
who  is  ouv  first  our  best  frier, U — through 


whose  medium  v.  e hope  la  be  c -mLcd 
to  the  realms  of  eternal  happiness.  I; 
is  unnecessary  to  answer  any  remark* 
made  concerning  the  gentlemen — Suf- 
fice it,  to  say  Messrs  C.  £c  13.  have  ac- 
quired, by  their  merit,  the  confidence  ol 
a discerning  public — and  the  other  per- 
sons alluded  to,  maintain  a respectable 
standing  in  society. 

That  the  community  may  he  better 
acquainted  with  the  situation  of  th  in- 
stitution, we  set  before  them  the  follow- 
ing list  of  students  Stc.  viz  : 1 1 irregu- 
lar Seniors,  9 regular  Juniors,  9 regular 
Sophomores,  22  Freshmen,  and  5 at- 
tached to  no  particular  class,  and  49

No  subject  can  be  half  so' 
important — every  paternal  heart  must 
throb  with  lively  emotions  of  pleasure 
at  the  opportunity  offered,  of  educating 
his  sons,  under  his  own  observation  and 
in  his  own  state — in  rji  institution,  which 
is  calculated  to  direct  their  steps  to  the 
temple  of  science  and  to  advance  their 
progress  to  the  shrine  of  their  God.

FROM  AUX-CAYES. 

A gentleman  who  arrived  from  Aux- 
Cayes,  on  Saturday  last,  in  the  sch.  May- 
Flower,  informs  us,  that  Gen.  Sir  Gre- 
gok  Mac  Gregor  was  at  that  place  on 
the  3 1st  Jan.  when  he  sailed.  He  had 
arrived  some  time  previous  from  Nassau, 
and  had  established  his  rendezvous  at 
Aux-Cayes,  where  he  had  1000  of  the 
finest  troops  in  the  world,  part  of  them 
encamped  on  shore.  A sloop  of  war  and 
a large  transport  ship  were  lying  at  an- 
chor. During  our  informant’s  stay,  a 
brig  arrived  with  troops,  said  to  be  from 
Greenock.  A large  ship  was  also  daily 
expected  from  the  same  place,  with  300 
more.  1 Ins  expedition  was  waiting  for 
further  reinforcements,  which,  when  ali 
concentrated,  would  amount  to  5000 
men.  Their  precise  destination  was  not 
publicly  known. 


From  the  Charleston  Federal  Gazette,  Mmrh  1 
Extract,  of  a letter  dated  Aux-Cayes,  Jan.  28. 

“ General  Gregor  Macgregor,.has  just 
arrived  here  with  an  armed  ship  and  brig. 
Ho  expects  hourly  from  London  10  oth- 
er vessels  which  sailed  in  company  with 
him — the  object  of  his  vistit  is  not  known. 

In  conversation  with  one  of  the  prin- 
cipal officers  this  day,  he  told  me  he  ex- 
pected there  would  he  from  two  to  four 
thousand  troops  on  board  the  Shipping, 
and  they  should  immediately,  on  the  ar- 
rival of  the  remainder  of  the  squadron; 
make  an  attack  on  sonic  of  the  princi- 
pal  towns  or  cities  on  the  coast  of  South 
America.” 

Curaccoa,Jan.  16.  1 8 1 9. 
General  Morillo  has  issued  a procla- 
mation prohibiting  the  exportation  of 
mules  from  the  province  of  Venezuela, 
under  very  severe  penalties.  The  gen- 
eral remained  at  Caraccas  according  to 
the  latest  accounts. — It  has  been  report- 
ed here  for  some  time  past,  that  Sun  Fer- 
nando de  Apure  has  been  taken  by  Mo 
rales,  Spanish  fcomrtuihder.j  The 
Caraccas  Gazelle,  of  the  30  December, 
however,  makfcs  no  mention  of  this  cir- 
cumstance, and  we  therefore  conceive 
that  the  account  wants  confirmation.

On  Saturday  night,  the  magazine  of 
gunpowder  on  the  skirts  of  this  city,  was 
broken  open  by  force — the  hasp  of  the 
outer  door  snapped,  and  the  inner  one, 
lined  with  copper,  was  almost  beaten  to 
pieces  with  a stone.

He  still  in- 
sists upon  it,  that  he  found  the  powder 
on  Tuesday  morning  in  Mettert’s  hog 
pen  just  before  sunrise.  He  will  make 
no  confession,  and  is  committed  to  jail.
